The cooperage plant operated by 
the firm, and which has been forced 
to suspend, was the second largest 
bar>el factory in the United States, 
employing about 260 men. It had 
a capacity of 1,500 finished barrels 
a day, and its pay roll exceeded 
$100,000 annually. The firm all 
owned a controlling interest in the 
electric light plant of the city. 
The failure is ore of the largest 
ever recorded in this section.

IMPORTANT CHANGES 



In Crimnal Code Recommended 
By Commonwealth's Attorneys. 



Important changes in the penal 
code of Kentucky were recommend- 
ed by the Commonwealth's Attor- 
ney's Association in Kentucky, 
which has completed a three day's 
session at Grayson Springs. 

The most important changes 
which were agreed upon as being 
desirable related to the jury system 
and the method of selecting jurors. 
The question of the number of 
number of challenges wus consid- 
ered, and it was agreed that the 
defeuse should be limited to ten, 
wtiiie the State should have the 
same number. At present the 
State has only five and the defense 
has fifteen. Another section of 
the code, relating to the eligibility 
of petit jurors, is defective, the 
attorneys think and they want ll 
ammended so that a man may 
serve as petit juror only one 
year. This would do 4 away with 
the professional juror. 

As to the summoning of by 
standers the Commonwealth's At- 
torneys believe that in order to 
complete a panel, for one or more 
by-standers be summoned, the 
Sheritl should he required to sum- 
mon ten or twenty men. 
names of all would be put in a box 
and the necessary number drawn 
therefrem by chance. The attor 
neys also decided that the official 
court stenographer should be in 
the grand jury room during the 
hearing of evidence before tin 
body, if the Commonwealth's A 
torney deemed it advisable. This 
would prevent false swearing be- 
fore a grand jury or would inakt 
conviction easy. 



Police Removed And Teamsters 
Reinstated. 

In Chicago the police were re- 
moved Aug. 1 from the wagons of 
many firms that had been strike 
bound for four months and corres- 
pondingly as many union drivers 
were restored to their old places. 
The Employers' Association rein- 
stated the teamsters in a body and 
decided to lift the ban placed on 
all strikers a week ago. The boy- 
cott against five big coal compa- 
nies is still on.

Turnpike Supervisor 

At the April term 1901 R 
Stokelv and W. W. Eubank were 
elected Turnpike Supervisors by 
the Fiscal Court of Montgomery 
County for the period of two years 
each, and each of them was to have 
charge of a certain number of pikes 
Under a decision of the Court of 
Appeals rendered some time later 
it is held that a county can have 
only one Koad Supervisor. At the 
April term 1005 of the Fiscal Court 
Mr Slokely resigned as Supervisor 

bv the Court. This left only'one 
Supervisor W. W. Eubank, who 
claims that within the law be is 
entitled to have Supervision of the 
entire County by virtue of bis 
election as Supervisor for two years 
and that his term will not expire 
till Aprfl 1900. 

At the April term 1905 a motion 
was carried by a vote of 4 to 2 that 
the County elect a Turnpike Super- 
visor and thereupon Mr. T. J. 
Douglas received the votes of three 
magistrates and three others de- 
clined to vote. 

Mr. Eubank contended that the 
Court had no right to hold an\ 
election as his time had not ex- 
pired and would not until April 
1906, and continued to discharge 
his duties as Supervisor for the 
whole County. On August 4 at 
meeting of the Magistrate* an o 
der was passed by a vote of 4 to 2 
declaring the office of Supervisor 
vacant and directing that Mr 
Eubank be not reoognized as sucl 
Supervisor. Eubank cantendi 
that the only way he can be re 
moved from his office is that charg 
eg be filed against him and 10 days 
notice thereof be given him of same 
and only upon a trial of said charg- 
he be removed or the office 
declared vacant. No charges of 
any Kind being preferred against 
him and no trial of same being had 
and he not being removed for 
he claims that he is still legally

Natural Gas for Mt. Sterling. 

An article in Sunday's Lexing 
ton Leader sa^s thut Lexington, 
Winchester itnd Mt. Sterling 
will be supplied with natural gas 
for fuel within a few montli9, 
probably by Thanksgiving. The 
supply || the Mtnefee county wells, 
where already 19 wells have been 
dug, yielding about 18,000,000 
cubic feet per day, with a pressure 
of DO pounds — amply sutlicient to 
supply these cities. The maximum 
price will not exceed 40c per 1,000 
— about one fourth of the present 
price — and will probably be as low 
as 30. Pipe laying can begin at 
these towns and at the wells at the 
same time and rapidly compleied. 
Mt. Sterling will be reached by a 
blanch from maun line.

The mosquitoes to become 
infected must bite a yellow fever 
patient during the first three davs 
of his attack. It is often dirtied it 
la decide during the first three 
days whether a patient has yellow 
fever; hence the necessity in 
threatened communities of placing 
a mosquito bar immediately around 
everv patient who has a fever ol 
any kind and for at least three 
days."

Damage Than Torpedo Boats 
and Torpedoes. 

A remarkable fact, which a 
appears with regard to the tor 
do, is the infrequent hits mi 
when attacking ships at am i 
says the Navy League Joan 
In the lirst attack made by the 
Japanese lleet from Pott Arthur 
the Japanese destroyers slowed 

down and came n ithin a short dts- 
tance of the enemy, but, with 

everything in their favor, of the 
23 torpedoes discharged only 
three made hits. ( >n June •_' and 4, 
when the entire Russian lleet was 
OUtSide the harbor, in a long se- 
ries of attacks by the Japanese 
torpedo boats not the slightest 
damage resulted. As to ships in 
motion the torpedo has been 
proved tO be absolutely USel 
BO hits having been made during 
the war, although attempts were 
repeatedly had. It would, there- 
fore, appear that the efficiency of 
this weapon of war had been 
greatly exaggerated, for its fail- 
ure cannot be attributed to any 
Want of skill or courage on the 
part of the Japanese, who dis 
played at all times the greatest 
bravery and eoolneas.
